Interesting Coin of the Month 



This coin is the only coin minted by the U.S. which bears no date. 
But you say there is a date, it is 1900, clear as daylight. This is 
not the date of the coin but part of the legend on the coin. This 
reads “Erected by the youth of the United States in honor of Gen. 
Lafayette * Paris 1900.” The reference to 1900 is not the date of 
the coin but simply part of the inscription. The coin was actually 
minted in 1899. The commission requesting the coin asked the 
mint to date it 1900 but it is U.S. law that coins could not be 
dated other than the year of production. Thus the date was 
omitted intentionally by the mint. Thus the Lafayette 
commemorative dollar is a dateless coin which was coined in 
1899.

Fake 1914-D Lincoln's are often seen as a modified 
1944-D cent. These can easily be detected by the 
gap between the 9 and 1 in the date and the pres¬ 
ence of VDB on the shoulder which was not used in 
1914. A genuine mintmarkwill have a more square 
appearance than those with an added D and will also 
have distinct serifs. Added mintmark coins are also 
frequently encountered. One diagnostic is a die 
crackfrom the rim to the third fold of Lincoln's shirt 
where is meets his coat. This may or may not be visi¬ 
ble depending on wear.
